Practical Thanksgiving 





“What shall I render unto the Lord for all his 
benefits toward me?”

We are soon to celebrate another 
Thanksgiving Day. We remember the 
early settlers came across from their 
native land in a little vessel named 
the “May Flower’, and landed on 
American shores when the snow was 
falling, without a shelter. After suf- 
fering a few years of hardships, they 
provided them cabins, and cleared 
away the timbers and planted gar- 
dens, grain and such things as they 
needed to sustain life. They also got 
acquainted with the Indians. One spe- 
cial year God had so richly blessed 
them in their basket and store, and 
the Indians did not attack them that 
year, that they decided it would be 
good to have a Thanksgiving Day, 
and the leader in his address to his 
company numerated the many bless- 
ings of the Lord, how the grain and 
such provisions had been stored 
away; venison, wild turkey, bear and 
other meats had been prepared. These 
people got together and worshipped 
the Lord on that day, and it is said 
that they gave a feast in honor of 
the blessings of God. Later on, this 
was taken up by congress and the 
president of the United States, and ‘to- 
day we have a national Thanksgiving 
Day. 

Our text says, “What shall I render 
unto the Lord for all His Benefits to- 
ward me?” 

1 want to lodge firmly in each of 
your hearts this question, What shall | 
I render unto the Lord? You are men 
and women of feeling, you  bélieve 
that the Lord is a source of all your 
blessings, you are concerned about 
your conditions. Let us' therefore use 
three channels of which gratitude to 
God will express itself. First, the in- 
ward life. As we pass thru the streets 
of the cities in the evenings of the 
cold winter days, the doors are glosed, 
shades are pulled down, inside there 
is a bright shining light. In many of 
these homes there is joy and gladness, 
but sad to say, in others there is con- 
tention and sorrow. We hear the 
shouts of the joy and gladness as we 
pass some, but occasionally we hear 
murmuring and complaint, .and we 
are made to wonder who the inmates 
are. There is light shining out thru 
the little spaces at the windows where 
it penetrates, so the light of life 
shines thru the fleshly walls. giving 
information of a person within. 

The inward life, needless to say, is 
our real life. As a man thinketh in 
his heart so is he. Now let us ask 
you, what place do you give to God 
in this secret life? Some people grasp 
the idea that salvation is essentially 
an inward thing. They think of God 
as an officer of the law who ought 
to be satisfied so long as they com- 
mit no serious breach of peace. With 
a strange unconsciousness on the one 
hand, of their own sin, and on the 
other, of God’s yearning for their fel- 
lowship, they say that God has noth 
ing to complain of in me, I have done 
no great wrongs. They attach little 
or no importance to religious emo- 
tions, saying, feelings do not count. 
Conduct, or character is impor- 
tant, but with this there must be an 
expression of joy and thanksgiving if 
we please God. Therefore, what place 
has God in your secret life? His place 
is in the closed and lighted chamber 
where you live, in fact, you can admit 
no other save God. No outward ex- 
pression which you may make of 
your gratitude toward Him for all 
His benefits toward you, will be of 
any value if you do not in this secret 
life of yours, give Him rightful place. 
Can a child’s gifts to his parents make 
up for lack of love? Above all things 
the parents enjoy love and devotion 
from their children, so our Heavenly 


* Father wants our best. 


Second, the use we make of our 
possessions. No one is so poor as 
to be exempt from their 
duty or deprived of the privilege of 
sharing with those whose needs are 
greater than his. A starving beggar 
is bound by the law of Christian love 
to share his crust with the one who 
is hungrier than he is. The wounded 
soldier lying on the battlefield, burn- 
ing with thirst, is bound to share the 
last drops in his canteen with the 
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A girl can be-a Christian and at the 
same time have faults and character- 
istics that a Model Christian Girl 
would not have. The average girl to- 
day has her name on somebody’s 
church book and will claim to be a 
Christian sometimes and in some 
places, but will,-as a rule, deny being 
a Christian when ‘she is asked about 
salvation. She never talks about her 
church or religion, but is so possess- 
ed of frivolity and nonsense that she 


never has a sober thought. This type 
of girl is not a true Christian. 


A true Christian girl can be read- 
ily recognized in the average crowd 
of girls, for several reasons. 

An Ideal Christian Girl’s features 
would not be hidden behind an arti- 
ficial face of rouge and lipstick. Her 
hair would be in the form of long 
tresses as God intended them to be. 
Of course she always wears a modest 
dregs. These are just a few outside, 
appearances that can be 
seen. The nnportant part of any Chris- 
tian’s experience is certainly their 
spiritual being and character. 

Undoubtedly ‘the most admired and 
noticeable trait 
girl now, is her unmarred ,and virtu- 
otis character. The record is looked 
upon by the majority of the people as 
‘being nothing short of the impos- 
sible.’ A pure character of a girl, 
‘Christian or sinner, demands and 
‘usually has the respect of the people 
in' general. 

Humbleness -and self reserve are 
part of an Ideal Christian Girl’s ex- 
! perience. She. is. not always trying to 
‘ push. herself to. the front, in notori- 
ety. She is not glum or grouchy. How- 
ever, at the same time is pleasant 
and will attract attention without 
trying. A true Christian Girl is never 


boisterous or loud even outside of 
chureh, but can be found werking 
or possibly reading the Bible, and 


even more likely, praying. 

The True Christian Girl is always 
honest and truthful. Even in joking 
she is careful to tell the truth. She 
has no dealings with anybody that is 
unfair or crooked but practices the 
“Golden Rule” by doing “Unto others 
as she would have them do unto her.’ 

When church services begin, she is 
always found in her place unless she 
has a suitable reason. She does her 
part in every part of the service, and 
us a result, realizes all her duties as 
an outstanding testimony. She is 
never inattentive but is, on the other 


hand, “all attentive and trying to 
learn somethinggnew from God's 
Word. 


When a True Christian Giri is call- 
ed upon to render--any kind of ser- 
vice that may edify someone spirit- 
ually she immediatety begins to pre- 
pare or do what she is asked to do, 
thus showing that she is obedient. 

A Model Christian Girl will, of 
course, be doing Christian werk, and 
in doing this she exposes her kind and 
sympathetic nature~It seems that 
there are not many Model Christian 
Girls, and even speaking of the 
church generally, there are not many 


true Christians, but the fewer the 
number the more admired and _ re- 
spected are the few. 

The Bible says tnat one star dif- 


fers from another in glory. God used 
the stars to represent people. The 
Model Christian Girls will, of course, 
be different frém™ the ordinary Chris- 
tian Girl in Heaven in that they will 
be in a higher ulm of glory.

‘A Model Christian 
Boy 


There are eight fundamental prin- 
ciples which must be kept in mind in 
the write-up of a Model Christian 
Boy, in his Sunday School work, 
Work for the Church, Work During 
the Week and Every Day Living. 
Without these eight principles very 
little will be accomplished. 

1. The first of these is the four- 
fold life. 


A boy lives physically, socially and 
mentally, as Well as spiritually. He 
lives seven days a week, twenty-four 
hours a day. His spiritual impulses 
are received and find their expres- 
sion in the physical, social and men- 
tal activities, in which he is engaged 
during the week. Any work that is 
attempted by a boy which ignores 
his fourfold life cannot be a success. 
The ideal for a perfect work with 
boys is that which is learned from a 





the boy Jesus, “grew in wisdom” 
(mentally), “in stature” (physical- 
-y), “in favor with God” (spiritually) 
“and with man” (socially). The se- 
cret of the life of the Christ as a boy 
.ies in his symmetrical and well-bal- 
anced growth. 

2. The second principle is 
gression. 


In a successful church work with 
boys the activities must be- graded 
and progressive. The public schools 
could not command the presence of 
a boy if the work which was given 
him today was the same as that of 
last week, and that of last week the 
same as that of a year ago. The in- 
terest of the teacher in a boy is that 
he is discovermg new things for 
himself, or being taught new things 
all the while. So is the case in the re- 
ligious life. Unless young boys show 
interest and try to progress there is. 
not much hopes for them in the Sun- 
day School and Church because the 
world as a whole is continually work- 
ing against them, especially boys who 
are trying to prove a real Christian. 

3. The third principle is Service. 

Many of the churehes bribe her 
boys and expect them to remain with 
her and in her service after offering 
them salaries for doing the things 
which they should have done for 
mere love. Socials and -clubs§ and 
athletic organizations and other de- 
vices have been used as a bid to hold 
the boys. But an Ideal Christian Boy 
is one who stands loyal and true and 
does the things that a Sunday School 
and Church need boys to do without 
‘being “paid” or promises made, one 
who does these tnings just for the 
love and fellowship of the church. 
“Where your treasure is, there will 
your heart be also’; and it stands to 
reason that the heart of the boy will 
be where he is giving most of him- 
self. If he is investing himself 
heavily in the interest and service of 
the church, that is where his interest 
will be. 

4. The fourth principle is Organi- 
zation. 

By organization is meant, of course, 
boy organization, the form of organi- 
zation that attempts to keep. the 
adolescent boy tied up to the interest 
of the church. No boy is a Model 
Christian unless he stands for real 
organization. A Model Christian Boy’s 
Organization is one known as a part 
of the Sunday School with no obliga- 
tions of any kind to any other organ- 
ization but the local church of which 
it is a part—bone of its bone, flesh 
of its flesh, muscle of its muscle. 

5. The fifth principle is leadership. 

Leadership is inseparable from or- 
ganization, and organization is use 
less without leadership. The leader 
which is necessary for a group of 
adolescent boys is that of a man, and 
the problem which is presented to a 
leader with a group of boys in the 
adolescent years is not that of teach- 
ing, but of awakening good _ ideas 
and purposes in the boys’ lives. The 
leader must be able to enter into 
sympathy with and at least a 
partial way into participation with all

Should we celebrate Thanksgiving 
Day? If so, how can we, without be- 
ing conformed to the world? 

First, we notice the Jews had spe- 
cial days of rejoicing, etc. Est. 9:18, 
19; Heb. 8:10; Deut. 12:7-12. Some of 
these days of rejoicing were to cele- 
brate (or appreciate) the literal bless- 
ings of God, that is, for good yields 
of crops at harvest; others were to 
commemorate the wonderful deliver- 
ance out of the hand of the enemy, 
as Est. 9:19, so while there was a cer- 
tain time to celebrate the deliverance 
at the Red Sea, we believe it was in 
perfect harmony to remember this 
great event, and let it be numbered 
along with the other times of rejoie- 
ing.

Now 
while this was the order of the day, 
I imagine there were other things 
that stood prominent also, for I can’t 
think those heroes of the cross would 
forget, in one year, the great deliv- 
erance—the crossing of the Atlantic 
Ocean, and then the freedom they 
were enjoying in serving their Christ. 
For the day to have been spent with- 
out having special service and thank- 
ing God for His guiding, protecting 
hand thru that dangerous and _ toil-- 
Some veyage, would have been for 
them to have been too ungrateful. 
After special prayer and thanksgiv- 
ing, I picture a testImony service, 
doubtless making mention of the 
many incidents of danger on the voy- 
age and how God delivered from 
those perils of the briny deep. To say 
there was not some shouting and 
praising God with loud voices on that 
first Thanksgiving Day, would seem 
out of place, considering the fact that 
the Pilgrims did not come on a trad- 
ing, nor exploring expedition, neither 
as a municipal or colonial power, but 
a chureh, to save its church life. A 
Pilgrim ehureh had ecrussed the At- 
lantie and before landing, made an 
agreement, 0 covenant known as the 
May Flower compact, which shows 
that they, in the name of God, had 
undertaken and completed this peril- 
ous voyage, for the glory of God and 
the advancement of the Christian 
faith.The Articles of the New England 
Federation, which was a few years 
later, manifested the same _ spirit. 
They all came to America for the 
same purpose—"to advance the King- 
dom of our Lord Jesus Christ and to 
énjoy the liberties of the Gospel 
purity and peace.” ~ 

Then we who are of the same spirit 
and purpose today, would do well not 
to forget these great benefits, and 
while it is true Christian to be joy- 
ful always (1 Thess. 5:16, Syr. N. T.), 
it seems to the writer’s mind that 
God woule honor special service of 
thanksgiving on this day, recogniz- 
ing what God has done for His peo- 
ple and how Christianity has served 
to bless this, and other nations that 
have taken pattern, and that what 
good has been done, needs to be pre- 
Senved, as well as greater progress 
be made.

Having established the essential 
rightness of the self-goverhment prin- 
ciples as the best working policy for 
older boys,'and.in a measure, with all 
boys, the question of detail and meth- 
od now confronts us. It is clear 
that failures in applying this prin- 
ciple are usually due to lack of dis- 
crimination in the different histories 
of boyhood. The only self-government 
which is reasonable or safe is pro- 
gressive, graded self-government, fit- 
ted’ to the capacity of the boys. As a 
clue to the governmental capacity of 
the boy in different periods, we-have 
studied the political history of the 
boy race for the period which the 
boy is recapitulating. Let us follow 
them, not slavishly; but with reason- 
able closeness, the results of our race- 
epochs study, in order to make the 
self-government principle fit the atv- 
erage attainment of each. boy period. 
Each boy should bear in mind, how- 
ever, the one universal law of boy 
leadership that personality overrides 
all obstacles in boys’ work and can, 
if sufficiently virile and magnetic, 
negative all rules and win success 
against all odds, because of personal 
power and attractiveness. This ex- 
plains why certain men, extraordinary 
men, by the force of exceptional per- 
sonality, get such remarkable results 
from their work with boys without 
paying’ any particular attention to 
the scientific study of boy develop: 
ment. Boys can break all the common 
laws of boy life with impunity, be- 
cause the boys are subject to the high- 
er laws of personal influence. Partic- 
ularly is the truth sometimes with 
young boys in tne adolescent period. 
Loyalty to the superior will of the 
strong personality who has_ gripped 
them, practically hypnotized them, 
leads them to-do his bidding with a 
marvelous faithfulness. Self govern- 
ment should be an every day _prac- 
tice among boys, which is another 
principle necessary to make a Model 
Christian Boy. 

8. The eighth and last principle is 
Clean Living.

Are your Eyes and Your 
Ears Open to the Truth 


My text is found in Matt. 13:16, 
“Blessed are your eyes, for they see: 
and your ears, for they hear.” V. 15, 
“For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and their ea’s are dull of hear- 
ing.” 

We want to notice that these peo- 
ple’s hearts are darkened and their 
ears are dull of hearing. That is just 
what is the trouble with the world.

We need 
to preach the W)ord of God closer than 
ever before, for the Word is Jesus, 
and Jesus is the only One who can 
Open the eyes of the blind. When 
Jesus spat on the ground and made 
clay of the spittle, He anointed the 
eyes of the blind with clay. Now we 
are clay for God to use. It wasn’t the 
clay that opened the blind man’s eyes, 
but Jesus, and the man obeying Jesus. 
We have got to be clay in Jesus’ 
hands if we are ever able to bless 
mankind with which we come in con- 
tact. Jesus was the kind Of a man 
that blessed those He came in con- 
tact with. This blind man in the 9th 
chapter of John was made to see be- 
cause he obeyed Jesus. If we can get 
the Word plain to the people so they 
can see Jesus in it, their eyes will be 
open as never before and dull ears 
will hear which have never heard be 
fore. 





We notice the Pharisees were stir- 
erd about this. They began to ask 
questions about how he received his 
sight. His parents feared the Jews on 
account of being put out of the syna- 
gogue, for the Jews had said already, 
if any man confess Him as Christ he 
would be put out. So they say he is 
of age, ask him, Then they came to 
the blind man the second time and 
said, give God the praise. We know 
that this man is a sinner. He answer- 
ed and said, whether He be a sinner 
or not, I know not; one thing I kiow 
that whereas I was blind now I see. 
After this man received sight in the 
fleshly body they could not make him 
doubt it. So it is when our spiritual 
eyes are opened, there is nothing that 
can make us doubt that light has 
come into our lives through Christ 
The last thing this man said was, will 
ye also be His disciples? Then. they 
reviled him. We notice he said. to 
them, that ye know not from whence 
He is, and yet Fle hath opened mine 
eyes. f et 

After we get our eyes open, -the 
world will say to us. where do‘ you 
get these things? and will cast us ‘out 
just like they did 'this-man, but Jesus 
heard that they had cast him out; so 
Jesus told him that he was the son of 
God and he worshipped Him. Jesus 
said, for judgment I am come into the 
world, that they which see not might 
see and they which see might be made 
blind. To prove that Jesus was teach- 
ing the spiritual ‘side of life, when 
the Pharisees heard this they asked 
Him, are we blind too? Here is His 
answer, if ye were blind ye’ should 
have no sin, but now ye say, we see, 
therefore your sin remaineth. There 
are lots of good people to-day who say 
they see when they are blind to the 
Word of God, therefore their sin re 
maineth. If we can get people to-dav 


to hear. the .Werq and accept it, we: 


can get them convértéd’and Jesus wil! 
heal them. Let us notice the text 
blessed are your eyes for they see and 
your ears for they hear. We see here 
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Noble Stern. 

The question may he asked, how 
do we huld our earthly possessions? 
Are they God’s, or are they ours? The 
first record that we have of tithing 
is in Gen. 14:18-20 where Abraham 
paid tithes to Melchizedek, the priest 
of the most high God, possessor of 
Heaven and earth. 

We first want to notice Abraham, 
how he recognized his stewardship 
under God. He gave tithes of all be- 
‘ore he divided the goods. God had 
planned from the very beginning that 
man should enjoy the privilege of 
possessions under certain condiuons. 
In creations dawn, God said, let us 
make man in our own image, after our 
likeness, and let them have domin- 
ion over the fish Of the sea and over 
the cattle and over all the earth, and 
Over every creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth. Then He planted a 
garden eastward in Eden and put man 
there whom He had formed, to dress 
it and to keep it. 


God was still the real owner of all. 
In Psa. 24:1 we find, the earth is the 
Lord’s and the fullness thereof, the 
world, and they that dwell therein. 
Psa. 50:10-12 says, for every beast of 
the forest is mine, and the cattle up- 
on a thousand hills. I know all the 
fowls of the mountains, and the wild 
beasts of the field are mine. If I were 
hungry I would not tell thee, for the 
world is mine and the fullness there- 
of. Then we find in Hag. 2:8, the sil- 
ver is mine, and the gold is mine, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

So the garden was only let out to 
man under rental conditions and as 
long as he kept these conditions, he 
was to have dominion. Gen. 2:9 says, 
and out of the ground made the Lord 
God to grow every tree that is pleas- 
ant to the sight, and good for food, 
the tree of life also in the garden and 
the tree of knowledge of good and evil. 
But He told the man that there was 
one tree that he should not eat there- 
of; thou shalt not eat of it, for in the 
day that thou eatest thereof, thou shalt 
surely die. When ihe woman saw that 
the tree of knowledge of good and 
evil was a more beautiful tree than 
the tree of life, and to be desired to 
make one wise, she took of the fruit, 
and did eat. 

Why did not God want man to use 
this tree? Well, the reason was that 
it was holy unto the Lord. “Thou 
shalt not eat of it, it is holy unto the 
Lord”. So we find that it was God 
who made Abraham rich, Jacob rich 
and Solomon rich, and with Abra- 
hamic faithfulness there can be no 
curse on earthly possessions, but we 
are taught that if riches increase, not 
to set our hearts on them, thus all 
earthly wealth must be held in the 
fear of God. 

Abraham is called the father of the 
faithful, being justified by faith, hence 
the Gospel begins in the faith of Abra- 
ham. We are the seed of Abraham by 
faith in Christ. lf ye are Christ’s then 
are ye Abraham’s seed and an heir 
according to the promise. If ye are 
the seed of Abraham, ye would do the 
works of Abraham, and part of Abra- 
ham’s work was paying tithes. A man 
might rob his enemy but how could 
he rob his friend, his Heavenly Fath- 
er, knowing that he will have to face 
Him at the great white throne, and 
nothing will escape, all things will be 
revealed. 

The law set forth one-tenth, it is 
holy unto the Lord. Some say, Oh well, 
We are not under the law, but under 
grace. Yes, indeed we are but shall 
we sin because we are not under the 
law. God forbid. How shall we who 
are above the law of obligation thru 
the law of love, continue to break the 
law and continue in sin? 

Man had dominion over everything 
except the tree of knowledge of good 
and evil. The fruit was delicious and 
beautiful, but did not God have the 
right to reserve this for His own 
glory and praise? Man must not use 
it for himself. This we know. The 
garden was the Lord’s, man was the 
steward, God’s portion man must not 
use for himself, for it is holy unto the 
Lord. Man tills the ground for in- 
crease. Who gave the seed corn? Not 
mau, for he does not know how. Who 
gave the fertile soil? Not man. Whe 
makes the sun to shine? and the rain 
to fall? Not man. This is far removed 
from his power. What does man do? 
He only piants and tills God’s soil. 
God furnishes all and man gathers 
the harvest. Is it unreasonable for God 
to claim one tenth of the increase? 
Here is a man who owns a farm and 
rents it out. What part of the crop 
does he expect for his share for own- 
ership of his land? Man, generally 
wants from one-third to one-half when 





‘he rents on shares. God only says one- 


tenth. 

In Matt. 21:33-41 we read, of a 
householder, a vineyard let out to 
others, protected by a hedge, a wine- 
press for the fruit, a town for over- 
sight. The honseholder rightfully 
seeks for his share of the fruits. Those 
men to whom he let his vineyard, now 
claim ownership themselves. This les- 
son is very clear. God is the owner of 





our Lord has pronounced a blessing 
on us for having our eyes and ears 
open in Jesus. Dear brother let us go 


forth, carrying the full Gospel, and be 


anointed with the power’ of “the “Holy 
Ghost that the eyes\ of. the world 


might be opened and be converted to 


the Gospel.—J. C. Riggs.

Some people say 
that Jesus never did teach tithing, but 
this is all a mistake. Christ never did 
condemn any good that the Pharisees 
were willing to do but He did say to 
His own,

no wise enter into the kingdom of 
God. They tried to entangle Him in 
His talk. Even (that is, the Pharisees) 
asked Feter, does your Master pay 
tribute? Of course He did, or Peter 
would not have been ready to answer 
so quickly. He said, yes. ‘Then Jesus 
said unto Peter, the first fish you 
take out of the water, look in . its 
mouth and you will find money 
enough there to pay both of our tax- 
es. (that is the shekel after the 
shekel of the sanctuary).
